TH E ELECTION TODAY. 


The old-fashioned revivalists pray­ 
ing for a pentacostal outpouring often 
used the expression, “Make this a day 
long to be rem em bered and never to 
be forgotten.” The A m erican people 
are today m aking history th at will be 
read through the centuries. This elec­ 
tion m arks a crisis in American his­ 
tory.
